Gleichen has little ambition ag a 
manufacturingcentre. There is here a 
certain amount of enterprise, but it 
manifests i.self not so much in pro- 
moting wild-ca. plunges as in de- 
veloping the attractions that make 
this a good home town. The concerns 
and interes.s that centre in the home, 
the circumstances and influences that 
constitute a desirable environment 
for the home—-hese aire thie elements 
that should be most assiduously cared 
fcr by those who have the future 
growth of the town ai heart. Cer- 
tainly; adequate and varied y{:ovision 
for education is a price requisite from 
the point of view of the home. The 
home means children, and children 
demand schools, And a own which 
claims to offer unique advantages to 
home lovers mus, posses not average 
but superlative school facilities. 
Whatever else is stinted, the schools 
must be well cared for. Those 
who today have the schools in charge 
cannot exactly see the form that will 
be assumed a quarter of a centure 
hience, but they have it in their power 
to hasten or seriously impede the bril- 
liant educational future. The highes-. 
developement of the schools of the 
town in the years ahead is largely 
conditioned by those in authority! do- 
ing -heir whole duty by the schools 
today. TIlliberality, sordid aims, ig- 
noble standards, picayunish policy will 
cramp the work and delay, uerhaps 
prevent, the future development that 
is within the range of possibili-y, Let 


ADVIS&S FARMERS 
TO SAVE THEIR 
STRAW AND FODDER 


An appeal is being made by M. ' 


McGregor, of Brandon, Man. sole pur- 
chasing agent) for the Federal Em- 
ergency Kelief Association of the 
United States, to farmers to save 
straw and fodder. Mr. McGregor 
states: 

The fodders purchased are vo feed a 
nuclus of animals retained by: rm 


ers who are on relief. These farmers 
borrow at the rate of $3 per cow per 
month to feed the animal; $4 per 
horse and 75c per sheep or goat, r| 
feeding the animals, it is necessary 
that vhe drouth stricken farmer also 
supply concentrates, from the funds 
he receives. It is not the intention to 
take any fodder ou. of Canada that is 
required for local consumption. The 
needs of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta come first under my license 
to export, which has been acquisced in 
by the provincial relief administiraton, 
Either the provincial administrations 
can take over any, fodder they re- 
quire at any time. 

I have been working on this pro- 
position since the end of July wiith- 
out any co-operation from, any source, 
which is, in my opinion, a catastrophe 
in so far as Canada is concerned, as 
there are millions of tons of straw 
wasted and burned whch otherwise 
would have given employment ito 
men in baling and hauling, and the 
purchases of straw from the farmers 
would have nevted most of them 
enough to pay their taxes for this 
year. This would have been found 
money received from a foreign coun- 
country, and naturally would have re- 
acted for the benefit of all districts 
where vhis straw could have been pur- 
chased and had my suggestion of 
in August beem acted upon, 
thousands of tons of hay could have 
been puti up in Manitoba by relief 
receipients that would have been a 
considerabie step towards turning this 
corner we have been trying to get a- 
round. Many ‘thousands of tons of 
hay, some as high, as a man’s shoulder, 
has been allowed to go uncut, Hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of straw 
have been burned, and I would say, lit- 
erally, millions of tons have been wast- 
ed. This is a shameful condition, to 
my mind, when there was a ready 
marke? for all this fodder. 

It is a pity to see antmals starving 
on one side and fodders being wasted 
or burned on the other side of an 
imaginary line. I have travelled ex- 
tensively in North Dakota and Mon- 
‘ana, and it is pitiful to see what a 
real draught is, When we talk about 
our drouth areas in Canada, we have 
no idea of the meaning of the work. 


whe historian of the future will look 
well after the records,

This seriousness is meflected in the 
sporting sections of the daily news- 
papers, which play up the activities 
of athletes to an extent bordering on 
the ridiculous. 

In professional sporting events, 
and in many of the amateur variety 
as well, every element is present 
excep. that of true sportsmanship, 
Generally the only object sought 
is to win by fair means or foul, Or- 
iginated as friendly games for the 
exercise and recreation -hey afforded, 
hockey, baseball football and other 
former pastimes have degenera-ed 
into grim strugles for notoriety and 
gate receipts, | 

Fortunately, in most of the small- 
er comunities there is still to be! 
found wholesome athletic activity, in

Remembra nce Day 


The world has commemorated another anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice,the s'xteenth. Remembrance Day, as we have come most ap- 
propriately to call November 11, failing on a Sunday as it did this year, 
was observed by hundreds of thousands of people in nations all over the 
world. From the pulpits of churches of all religious denominations Peace 
sermons were preached and the horribleness and brutality of war vividly 
depicted and unanimously condemned. Gathered at the graves of Unknown 
Warriors, assembled about cenotaphs and other monuments erected to the 
memory of the gal’ant dead, or meeting in solemn memorial services, men 
and women formed an almost unbroken circle around the world as they 
stood with bowed heads and in impressive silence as the hour of eleven 
o’clock struck. 

It was Remembrance Day! People wore flaming red poppies symbolical 
of Flanders Fields and of the bright red blood of youth there shed. Rever- 
ently they laid wreaths of poppies in many hallowed spots. People heard 
the pipes and drums play ‘‘The Lament’, the bugles sound “Last Post” and 
“Reveille”, and they saw the Colors slowly dipped. 

Pride and sorrow were interwoven and strangely mixed as the memories 
of those of the older generation were carried back to 1914-1918 and to the 
first Armistice Day,—pride that men, and women too, had responded to the 
call of duty when that call came; sorrow that so many had been called upon 
to make the supreme sacrifice or go through life maimed and handicapped 
to the end of their days. And mingling with pride and sorrow there was a 
righteous anger that such a barbarism as War should be permitted and 
sanctioned by peoples and nations styling themselves Christian and civilized. 

But does Remembrance Day mean nothing more than this? Does it 
begin and end with the twenty-four hours of November 11, and are we then 
to lapse into forgetfulness for the remaining 364 days of the year until once 
again November 11 calls upon us to stand in silence and remember ? 

Consider, you who are now reading these lines; Have the memories 
stirred only a few short days ago not already begun to fade? Is not that 
almost red hot righteous anger against War and all that War means which 
you felt so recently already cooling off? if your passionate demand for 
Peace, and that never again shall War blast its way in this world, as keen 
to-day as it was when you stood in a silence that could almost he felt just 
a few days ago? Alas, it must be so. Indeed it is well that in many re- 
sp‘cts our human memories are short, else we could not bear the burdens 
which memory would bring. But it is vitally important to the future of 
mankind that we should never forget all the tragedy that Remembrance Day 
brings to mind. So far as the awfulness and uselessmess of War is con- 
cerned, every day should be Remembrance Day. 

Canada is a peace-loving country. If the decision could be left to the 
Canadian people there would never be another war waged anywhere on this 
world’s surface, nor upon its seas, nor in its air. Canada has always set the 
nations an example in disarmament; or rather by its refusal to engage in 
armaments. Our paltry permanent force and numerically small and widely 
scattered militia is but a domestic police force maintained to guarantee law 
and order. Of offensive armaments Canada possesses none. 

But as a nation of Peace, Canada has a duty to the whole world. At 
Geneva the voice of Canada is always raised for Peace; in world conference 
Canada’s vote is always cast for Peace. But the responsibility is ours to 
make our voice for Peace stronger and still more emphatic in a world of 
nations apparently bent upon engaging in a race for war-like armaments 
unparalleled in all history. 

Narrow nationalism, with all its selfishness, its suspicions, its jealousies 
and its animosities is the basic, the underlying cause of war. The truth of 
this statement is emphasized over and over again by the well known inter- 
national correspondent, Isaac F. Marcosson, in an article entitled ‘Does 
Europe Want Disarmament?” Selfish nationalism wrecked the World Eco- 
nomic Conference called to bring about tariff and currency readjustment, 
and because of that failure the whole world still staggers and suffers. Sel- 
fish nationalism has rendered every disarmament conference a failure. And 
because men still insist upon such narrow national selfishness, the nations 
are heading straight into another war.

Halifax Moon-Gazers Have Uncanny 
Knowledge Of Weather 


Atop ancient Citadel Hill which 
towers above the seaport city of Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia, the Dominion goy- 
ernment maintains a staff of meteor- 
ologists who use intricate instruments
